At the samo
tlme tho presont Indox number roflbets
a g-aln of 11.7 over January 1, 1909,
whlch nioans that tho prices of the
nlnety-slx articles roso npproxlmatoly
97 cents within a year's tlmo. Tho
lowest polnt for oomrnodltlos. prlpcs
.for whlch Bradstreets have any record
was touohed on .july 1, 1898, whon tho
Indox number was ?G.7O10.

London, January 23..Never ln the

r*collcc;ion of r.H. oW<feX___xomici»!-f>*<
have tho Brltlsh parties heen ln such
a pcrplexlrig posltion as *they flnd
themtrelves to-day and aro likely to
face when the. next House of Com-
mons is organized. So evenly divided
will bo tho membership of tho next
House and so close Is the popular vote,
that the result ot the elections for all
practical purposes may be consldered
a tie.
Xo human mlnd can dlvtne which of

the public questlons before the voters

had the most influence at the polls, or

whether the resuti-i mean that the
people demand tariff reform or are

toyal to the Lords or an.\ious to re¬

ject Chancellor Lloyd-George's bua-
get, or whether all three of these had
an equal effect. Under these ctrcum-
-tances, neither party wants the re-

.ponsibillty of attempting to leglslate,
and, since a dlvlslon must be so close,
the Unlonlsts are better satlsfled to
be ln opposltlon than to have won by
i very small majority.

Mrnna Auother ElcctUn.
Mr. Balfour's speeches show plalnly

hat with the exlsting condltions he ts
"¦lad not to have control of the gov-
crnment. Premlcr Asqulth would be
equally pleased to oseape the 'samo
perlls. All tho prophets make the pre-
aictlori that the new cahlnct will flnd
Itself ln the minority wlthln a year,
and that the country will plungo into
another goneral electlon.

Ballot flgure** to date. show how near¬

ly eaunl both tho popular vote and the
membership of the House of Commons
will bo divided. The popular vote
stands: TTnlonlsis. 2,565.627; I.lborals.
2.32..315; Laborites. 395.115. This givos
tho united Llboral-Labor party a ma¬
jority of 153.803 in a total vote of. 6.-
285.157. To-day tho membership of the
House of Commons ls a tie, tho Unlon¬
lsts and tho comblned Llbera.1 and
Labor parties each havlng elected 218
reiiri-sentatives.

OF THE SENATOR

Sensational Legal Controversy
Is Anticipated as Result of

Famiiy Differences.Chil¬
dren Are Taken From
Mother and Deeded to
Their Gyandparents.

Supremo Court to-morrow mornlng
l-.ucy Dugas Tillman, wife, ot B. It.
Tillman,, Jr., wlll brlng habeas corpus
proceedings for thc rccovery of hor
chlldren.Douachka and barah. u ln
entlrely probable that thoro wlll fol¬
low one of tho.most interoHtlng legul
controverslex ln the history of the
State. .Mrs. Tillman brlngH the action
agalnat her huaband's parents. Scna¬
tor B. K. Tillman and hls wife, who
are now In posseaslon of the chlldren.
Ilcr attorneys refuae to givo out any
Informatlon, not that they oppose pu*o-
liclty, but because they wlfih tho rec¬
ords to be presented In court beforo
any newspaper publlcation.
Mrs. Tillman, who, alncc her allcgcd

dcaertion, has been making her home
In thls city wlth her r.earest of male
kln. Dr. Francls W. Plckens Butlcr,
to-nlght guve out a statenjient whlch,
she says. will bc sustalncd Wy the af-
tidavlta aubmltted by hcr attorneys.

Granddnuajbter of Govcrnor... ,

Mrs. Tillman I3 the granddaughteTr
of K. W. Plckens, war Govcrnor of
S. C, and minister to Russia un¬
der Preaident Buchonan. To Gov¬
crnor and Mrs. Plckens -was born,
In St. Petersburg, ln thc KomanofS
Palace of the Czar, a glrl baby, for
"whom tho Czarina stood godmother.
and she was called Douschka, meaclng
"darllng."
Thla woman, afterwards bclovcd by

thc peoplo of South Carolina. married
Dr. Dugaa. of Augusta, Ga.. tho father
of Mrs. Tillman. Tlie Plrkons fainlly
had long been among the moat infiu-
ential In the State, and was placcd
among the "aristocrats."' Senator Ben
Tillman, when he got Into polltics,
boasted that be was a "Wool Hat."
Some gurpriae. -wa* expressed thcrefora
?.-5+«.n -t'.i< "-riildtii >',\ tflfo kl-h' faiii-
lliei, Cavaller and Covenanter. were
married in December. 1908. It wna de¬
ciared to be a love match'. It was es-
pcclally romantlc. owing to the fact
that Juat a fortnisht before Wallace
Rhcppard,- aon of Ben Tlllman'a most
marked opponent for polltlcal ofllce and
power. marrled the only sister of Mrs.
Ben Tillman, Jr.
Mr. and Mrs. Tillman parted Novem-

bcr 23. 190R; Just why is not an¬
nouneed officially, but Mrs. Tillman
states that her husband drank to ex-
cess and waa very unklnd to her. Feb¬
ruary 26 of last year, after a aepnra-
tlon of threo months. Mr. and Mrs. Ben
Tillman, .lr., began llving together
ngain. havlnfr reached an understand-
Ing whlch was belleved to mark a
happy endtng ot tho quarrel. But ln
December. while they were llving ln
WashinRton, Mra. Tillman had a aud¬
den and deaperate lllneas. Her hU8-
band. sho doclares. provlded no nurse
for her and showed her no attentiona.
On the flrst day of her convalcaconce
he came to the apartments to take the
two children to aee thelr p-xandmother.
Mrs. Tillman asaentod, but the chil¬
drcn protested, and had to bo forced to
go. Mrs. Tillman has not seen them
since that day, which was December 3.
ln thc afternoon Mr. Tillman came back
without thcm. He told hls wifo that
thelr grandmother had taken thc chll¬
dren nnd had gone to South Carolina
wlth them.

Chlldren Deeded Away.
A few days after thelr departuro

Mra. Tillman was informod by attor¬
neys for Henator Tillman thn.t the
father of the.chlldren had made and
recorded a reghlar deed. in whlch the
custody of the chlldren Ik given to tho
grandparents untll they become of age'.Thc decd. on flle wlth tho clork of
court at l-'flRctleld. ahowH that young
Tillman. after alleging his wlfe's Ina-
bility to ralse them properly, admtts
that hc Is nlso unwitllng to aasume
tho responslbllity.

Mrs. TlUman's lawyera hnve been
get ling aflldavlts from the best cltizens
of Edgelield lo show that shcjls a lov-
ing nnd painstaklng mother. and that
she Is (inancially responsible, havlng
a plantatlon whlch brlngs' an annual
rental of over ?1.000. The aflldavlts
will doclare that tho mother is far
more sulted to ralse the chlldren, than
thelr grnndparents. who aro awav from
homo half thc tlme. S'tartllng devolop-
ments and rcvclations ln the aflldavlts
to be submitted to tho court aro an¬
tlcipated.

Mrs. Tillman ls named for her
grandmother. r.uey Holcomb Plckens,
a bciie of the Virginia fashlonahle suin-
mor resorts bcforc the war, who, In her
loyalty t othe South, aold her personal
jewels and iltted out a company known
through tho war aa tho. Holcomb Le-
gion. sfio is said to have beon tho
most beautiful woman of the South
of that perlod. Her daughter. Dousch¬
ka, wns a bclle In South Carolina after
the war. Of thn onco pronilnont fain¬
lly only thc two daughterfi remaln.
Mrs. Sheppnrd nnd Mra. Tillman. Tho
late General M. C, Butlor was an un¬
clo of Mrs- Tillman, and he, too, was
tho blttorost polltlcal opponont of Sen¬
ator Tlllmnn ln the sensatlonal cam-
aign for the I'nlted Stntes Senato ln

Parls, January 23..Tho floods to-
nlght exceeded all records. and aro
fast assuming the proportions of a
natlonal dtsaster. In the north. east
and west hundreds are homcleEs and
rulned. Although it ls Impossible at
the present tlmo to estlmate tho dam-
age lt will be very great.
The rlse ln tlio waters contlnued

durlng all of to-day. At Parls, the
Selne, whlch registered ---IS metres
yesterday,- had reached 7.40 at noon
to-day., The normai helght ot the
rlver at thls sea.on is 2.48. The tor-
,rent almost touclied the archeg of the
li>.autlful bridges, threatenlng thelr
destruction. The Pont de l'Alma Is
ln monientary danger, and ls guarded
by pollce.
A dispatch from Chalons-Sur-Marne

says that a hugo volume of water ls
sweeping downstream towards Parls.
M. Lepino, prefect of Paris, after a

to.ur of Itispectlon in an automotillo
thls afternoon, took the gravest vlow
of the sltuation.
Ono of the water malns, servlng.flve

of tho most populous arrondlssements
in the south vind east of the clty,
burst to-night, and theso dlstrlcts are
wlthout water. The flooa is lnvadlng
the pumplng statlons, and the com-

pressed air factory. which supplles the
elevator.s in Paris, has also been
forced to shut down.

Threntened by S.wer«.
One of the great onglnes whlch pump

th>* scwcrage ln the castern section of
Paris broko down on account of the
fiood, and as a result the sewers
threaten to overflow tho streets. Sov¬
eral quarters aro wlthout electric llpht,
ancl all the trolley lines to tho eastorn
subtirbs are oust ot oommlsslon..

Tlie offlclals" of the prefocture are

busy provldlng for the homelnss, but
they arr- flnding great dlfficulty ln se-

curlng shelter. A considerablo numbeir
of houses have sunk ln the soft mud
nnd water. and on the Boulevard of
St. Gerinnln, a. house under construc¬
tion ln totterlng and threatenlng to
fall on the Cliamher of Doputles.
The sltuation In the outsklrts of

Parls ls even worso than wlthln the
clty proper.
Owlng to tho wldesproad, Interrup-

tlon of telegraphlc and tclephonlc
communlcatlons tho exact situatlon ln
tho provlnccs is difflftilt. to deflne.
The Saono and Doubs valley Is ono

huge lake. ahout ten miles broad. Of
six vlllnges. the roofs alone are show¬
ing above tho water.

Tho present body
appolnted Its commlttees on the flrst
day Instead of Us fourth.at least the
Houso did. and the Senate commlttees
wero practieally holdovers.It also be¬
gan passlng bills on Its seventh day.
whilo many others -woro rrowdlng
each others' hoels on tho calamlar, and
lt has not only dlsposed of Its non-
leglslntlye routlne. but has actually
gono through wlth a blg sllca of tho
business f ( tho sesaUjn.

Mnuy Meaaurea Consldttrpil.
Tho number of bllla Introduced to

thls dnto-appears to bo about the same
aa ln 1908. But tho number consldered
and passed upon In eommitteo ls much
larger thls year. Not that the volume
of bills reported betokens a useful or
falthful commlttoo. To tho contrary,
the commlttee which kllls tho most
bills Is dolng the greatest service to
iho Commonwaalth. But hcarltigs an_,
actlon Indlcate attentlvo consideration
of public buslnoss.
Ono bill has passed both hotisos and

Retiring Attorney-Gen-
eral Ehgaged to Fight
Debt Case toEnd.

GOVERNOR AND
OTHERS URGE IT

Legislature Preparing to Confefl
High Honor on Expert Who
Has Given Close Study to
Virginia-West Virginia
Litigation for Past

Eight Years.

Although hla term of offlca will ex-
plro on February 1, Major Wllllam A,
Anderaon, for tho past eight yeara
tho dlstlngulshod Atfcornoy-General ofl
Virginia, witl contlnuo to rcpresent tho
State aa speclal counsol until the final
aettlement of tho Virginia-Weat Vir¬
ginia debt litigation in the U»lt«4
Statos Supreme Courf.
Govcrnor Swnnaon, Attorney-Gon-

«ral-Elect Willlama and members oftho Debt Commlaalon have stronglyurged tho retentlon of Major Ander¬
aon, who haa glvcn slx or eight yearato tho closo study of the case. In
order. however. to make this requesteffective. a speclal act wlll bo passedby the General AS3erhbly, probabiythla week.
Thc honor comes to Major Anderaon

without the aceking on hia part. In-
deed. the unanimous petition that ho
flght thc matter to tho end is a
trlbuto to one who has maatercd everjr
dctall, and who la thoroughly oquipped
to represant tho interests of hla State.

AO See WIsdom of Plan.
In the samo way, tho omployment

of a speclal attorney- is not to bo
regardod In the least as a reflcctlon
upon the lncqmlng Attorncy-General,
who rcallzes that lt would bo dlfflcult
In the extreme tp pick up the threads
at thla lato day and enter a contest
wlth brilllant ".awyers, who have
etufllcd it for yeara along wlth Major
Anderson. i

The wladom of this" course, lt ls ex-
plalned. has heon r#-cr6gnlzed by prac¬
tically the entlre Aasembly.

It is impos8lbIe. of course, to pre-
dlct just when a flnal dcclslon fn the
caao can be. reached. Former Con-
gressman Charles E. Llttlofleld, tho
speclal master appotnted by tho United
Statea Supreme Court, has heard all
of tho testlmony. Hta report may ba
flled In Washlngton within tho next
thirty days, after whlch lt wlll He wlth
tho court for thn regulatlon perlod.
Meanwhlle, attorneys for Virginia and
West Virginia will be given the right
to flle exceptions. Then the court Itself
wlll take up the matter and finally
aettlo it.

.ItUlIonx Are lnvolved.
Wlth mllllons of dollars lnvolved, lt

ie lmportant that the Commonwcalth
conteat every possible polnt, legttl-
mately, whlch Major Anderaon 18 pre¬
pared to do. The questlon is llttlo
understood by laymen or thc publlo
generally. but to lawyecs farulllar wlth
it tho matter Is one of tremendous
Importance.
Because of hls famillarlty wlth tho

litigation. Major Anderson waa urged
moro than a year ago to stand for a
tblrd term, though ho doclincd, not-
withatanding preasuro whlch waa
brought to bear upon hlm from all
Bldos.
Ho aald then that other lawyera)

could go into thc dobt caso and do the
work just as well as ho could do it,
but n dlfferent vlow wa.s tnken by
Mr. Williams, Governor Swanson, tha
Debt Commission und members of the
Legislature, tho result of whlch Id
tliat n law wlll bc passed at thla ses¬
slon by which the State wlll havo
cvorything to galn', inasmuch as tha
lawyer who llrst worked up the Vir¬
ginia end: will bo hnrd at work at tha
flnlsh.

Mujor Auderaon'a Blg Work.
Frlends of Major Anderson. ln dia-

cussing tho sltuatlon yesterday, ex-

pressed the oplnlon that It was tha
most natural thing ln tha world tliat
ho should deslro to retlre from offlca
after tho most streniious eight yearn
ln tho history of the ofllce. Coming
ln right after tho adoptlon of tho new
Constitution, when tlie Republican
pnrty undertook to nulllfy the suf-
fi-itgo clnusc. tho Attorncy-General had
tho legal flght of hls life. How well
ho auccecdcii may be understood by
tho fact thnt the nocument, as adopt¬
ed, stlll stands lntact. That con¬
test alono wns mcmorable. About tho
tlmo lt hnd heen won, Major Ander¬
son hnd to ilefend the existence of tha
Stato Corporatlon Commission. its
rntc-maklng powers and tho ratea
therrisolvos, all of whlch were won and
ndjusted in a mannei* satlsfactory to
tho peoplo and rreditable to the law-
yora, These, wlth tho debt litigation,
gave. Major Anderson eight years nf
tho hni-ilest possible work. though in
tho mcantimc he wns tlghtlng for «r
defonding othor laws and other cases,
Hls record Is regarde.i as the most
remarkable of any durlng thls or tha
preccdlng admlnistratlon.
